"The Resolution" noted: "His philosophical writings and his many other 
highly philosophical works provide a penetrating discussion and elaboration of the 
Marxist theory of knowledge and dialectics by summing up the experience and lessons 
of the Chinese revolution. He helped philosophy to truly become a powerful weapon of 
the proletariat and the masses for wnderstanding and transforming the world. In par- 
ticular his important writings on the problems of the Chinese revolutionary war 
provide a shining example of applying and developing the Marxist theory of knowledge 
and dialectics." "The Resolution’ correctly interprets and evaluates Comrade Mao 
Zedong's philosophical thinking, it upholds the correct ideological line set forth by 
Comrade Mao Zedong and clarifies his important guiding ideology. 


l. Comrade Mao Zedong was a great Marxist, he was also a great proletarian revo- 
lutionary, military strategist and thorist. In just over half a century he led the 
people of China as they embarkei on the cause of revolution and construction; he 
applied dialectal materialism and historical materialism to all aspects of the work 
of the political party of the proletariat. Furthermore, he scientifically summed up 
the practical experiences of revolution and construction, he brought together the 
collective wisdom of the whole party and all the people throughout the nation and he 
gradually formed the standards, viewpoints and methods that make up the distinctive 
characteristics of the CCP thereby enriching the developing Marxism. 


Mao Zedong's philosophical thought is not a dogmatic armchair philosophy, rather it 

is a vital philosophy that stems from summarizing practice and is used to guide 
practice.: The linkina of philosophical principles with social practice and applying 
them with flexibility are the remarkable characteristics of Mao Zedong's philosophy. 
During the process of using Marxism to solve the practical problems of the Chinese 
revolution, he made Marxist philosophy more concrete and more Chinese. He formed a 
much admired philosopny that incorporated the Chinese style and the essence of practice. 











Comrade Mao Zedong's philosophical works are the generalization and summation of 
theories on a number of original experiences concerning long-term practice in China. 
His brilliant philosophical treatises, "On Practice" and "On Contradiction," were 
written to expose the subjective mistakes of dogmatism and empiricism within the 
party, particularly dogmatism, from the viewpoint of the Marxist theory of knowledge 
and dialectics. The publication of these two philosophical works which, from an 
international perspective, systematically summed up the experiences drawn from inner- 
party and international communist movements and put into practice the dialectal 
materialistic theory of knowledge and materialist dialectics, served to eliminate 

the errors of leftist and rightist opportunism, especially the mistake of leftist 
dogmatism. It dug up the ideological roots of these two mistaken trends, sought 
unity of ideology within the party and gave impetus to the cause of the liberation 

of the Chinese people. The philosophical works "On Practice" and "On Contradiction" 
which systematically, concisely and comprehensively set forth and expand on the Marxist 
theory of knowledge and dialectics are classics unique in the history of Marxism. 
Without doubt, these two philosophical works provide new riches to the storehouse of 
Marxist philosophy. 


2. The philosophical thought of Comrade Mao Zedong is not only brought into focus 
in his philosophical treatises, it also appears throughout his scientific works and 
it is displayed in his revolutionary activities carried out in leading Chinese com- 
munists. In particular, his major works dealing with the problems of the Chinese 
revolutionary war such as "Problems of Strategy in China's Revolutionary War," 
"Strategic Problems in the Anti-Japanese Guerrilla War," "On the Protracted War," 
"Problems of War and Strategy" and other military works all contain much vital Marxist 
philosophical thought. In these military writings, he provided the best model om 
practically applying and developing the Marxist theory of knowledge, dialectics and 
historical materialism. These Marxist military works are without equal in Marxist 
literature. 


Comrade Mao Zedong applied Marxism with skill and great proficiency in analyzing and 
discussing military matters. For example, in the brilliant work "On the Protracted 
War," Camrade Mao Zedong skillfully applied the Marxist theory of knowledge, specifically 
the principle of the law of the unity of opposites. He made an exhaustive and pene- 
trating analysis of the contradiction between China and Japan. He revealed the abjective 
laws governing the development of the War of Resistance Against Japan and he introduced 
the correct line of persisting in the protracted war and striving for final victory 
while denouncing the "theory of national subjugation" and the "theory of a quick 
victory." He also scientifically predicted the three strategic stages in the protracted 
was against Japan, based on the development of the four fundamental characteristics of 
the contradiction between China and Japan. The entire carse of the history of the 

War of Resistance Against Japan convincingly proved the correctn = of the laws 
governing the development of this war as revealed by Comrade Mao zedong. "On the Pro- 
tracted War" is a brilliant example of how Comrade Mao Zedong made use of materialist 
dialectics to analyze and solve military problems; he creatively enriched and advanced 
Marxism. This work is not only of great historical significance, it is also of great 
immediate significance. Although we are already in a period of socialist construction 
and the work in which we are engaged differs fram that of the War of Resistance 

Against Japan, nevertheless, the significant philosophical thought contained in "On 

the Protracted War" is timeless. To renew study of this work would be of great 
immediate significance for mastering scientific methods of thinking, for learning to 

put Marxist principles into practice and for refuting the attitude of being impatient 
for quick results in the establishment of the "four modernizations" and the view of 
passive pessimism. 
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3. Camrade Mao Zedong's characteristic of advancing Marxism through application is 
further expressed in the way he flexibly adapted Marxist philosophy to our party's 
methods of leadership and work. He summarized the work experiences of vast numbers 

of cadres and the masses, he applied principles of Marxism and formulated a list of 
leadership methods and work methods such as investigatio and study, the mass line 

and so forth. Investigation and study are the main ways of understanding the world 

as well as the basic methods of leadership and work needed to do good work. From an 
epistemological standpoint, investigation consists of becaming acquainted with the 
conditions of objective reality, listening attentively to the views of the masses, 
coliecting firsthand data and acquiring perceptual knowledge. Study consists of the 
material that is investigated, the connecting of thoughts and the acquisition of 
rational knowledge. Investigation is the premise and foundation of study; study is 
the continuation and distillation of investigation. The two form a coherent and 
integrated process. Camrade Mao Zedong stressed the importance of investigation and 
study and he repeatedly stated: "no investigation, no right to speak." He also came 
up with many fine methods for investigation and study such as "looking at flowers 
while riding on horseback," "getting off one's horse to examine flowers," "dissecting 
a sparrow," staying at selected basic units" as well as how to conduct good investi- 
gation meetings etc. In addition, he himself did much investigation and study; he 
wrote “Investigation into Peasant Movements in Hunan,” “Rural Survey,” "Oppose Book 
Worship," “Preface and Postscript to ‘Rural Survey'" and other investigative reports 
and articles. Comrade Mao Zedong also made use of the principles of dialectal 
materialism and historical materialism to formulate a complete methodology for 
leadership and work on the mass line. He noted that when leading the masses to carry 
on every kind of practical work, itis necessary to have correct guiding ideology; to 
follow the principle of from the masses, to the masses; to bring together the leadership 
and the masses; and to cambine general directives with specific guidance. That is, to 
sum wp the views of the masses, systematize them and then seek the firm support of the 
masses and test the correctness of these views through the actions of the masses. This 
sort of cyclical repetition causes the understanding of the leadership to become even 
more correct, more vivid and more meaningful. In this way Comrade Mao Zedong united 
the Marxist theory of knowledge with the mass line. His major contribution to Marxism 
was to adapt the principles of the Marxist theory of knowledge and the principle that 
the people are the creators of history to the mass line in addition to using the mass 
line to enrich and develop epistemology and historical materialism, "Concerning 
Certain Problems in Methods of Leadership" and other works summed up Comrade Mao 
Zedong's views on the mass line. The popularization and application of the methods 

of leadership and methods of work as formulated by Comrade Mao Zedong, signify the 
ceaseless penetration of Marxism into the realities of life and have become a powerful 
weapon in the hands of vast numbers of cadres and masses. This will inevitably bring 
about the enrichment and advancement of philosophy itself. 





In summary, the striking characteristic and distinctive symbol of Comrade Mao Zedong's 
enrichment and advancement of Marxism consists of the linking of the actual practice 
of China's revolution and construction, applying Marxist philosophy with flexibility 
and uniting theory and practice. This is the living spirit of Mao Zedong Thought. As 
far as we Chinese communists and the broad masses are concerned, it has long-term 
guiding significance. 








At present, we continue to strive to study and apply Mao Zedong Thought. It is of 
tremendous use in establishing ideological theory within the party, in the cadres’ 
growth to maturity, in synthesizing experience, in avoiding mistakes, in inspiring 
revolutionary enthusiasm and in carrying out the “four modernizations."

‘Text! The “Resolution on Certain Historical Questions in the History 
of the Party Since the Pounding of the People's Republic of China” 
adopted hy the Sixth Plenary Session of the Eleventh CCP Central 
Committee is an important document which concerns the political life 
of the whole party, the whole army and the people of all nationalities. 
The “Resolution” uses the Marxist theories of dialectical materialism 
and historical materialism to make a correct summation of the major 
historical events in the 32 years since the founding of the party, 
makes a realistic evaluation of the historical position of Comrade Mao 
Zedons in the Chinese revolution and thoroughly states the great 
impoutance of Mao Zedong Thought as the guiding ideology for the 
party. The most central and primary concern of the "Resolution" is to 
realistically explain the historical significance of Comrade Mao 
Zedons and the leadership role of Mao Zedong Thought in party work. 
The entire “Resolution” is imbued with this spirit. In studying the 
"Resolution" it is therefore necessary to first study this point. 


The “Resolution” points out that Mao Zedong Thought has been, is and 
will be the euiding ideology of our party. To correctly understand 

Vao Zedong Thought and to comprehend its formation, development and 
abundant structure, its great significance and central issues is to 
realize that Mao %edong Thought is an integration of the universal 
truths of Marxism-Leninism with the concrete practices of the Chinese 
revolution. This will continue and there also will be further develop- 
ments under the new historical conditions founi today. Since the Third 
Plenum, order has been brought out of chaos and the scientific aspects 
of Mac “Zedong Thourht have been restored. The application of the 
scientific theories of Mao Zedong Thought in leading construction of 
modernization is a fundamental guarantee of success in our efforts. 
Lenin has said that without revolutionary theory there can he no 
revolutionary movement. Chairman Mao has said that when the universal 
truths of Marxism-Leninism reflected in the experiences of the world- 
wide proletarian struvgle were integrated with the concrete practices 
of the revolutionary struggle of the Chinese proletariat and the broad 
peovles they then became an invincible weapon of the Chinese people. 
This great accomplishment we are now discussing, this invincible wea- 
pon of the Chinese people is none other than the guiding ideology of 
the party--Mao Zedong Thought.

Ss Vao *edong Thought then without foundation? No, it is not. The 
"Resolution" clearly poirts out that in the latter 1920s and the 
early 1979s when the international communist movement and our party 
were followings the mistaken tendency of making dogma out of Marxism 
and deifyine both the resolutions of the Communist Inter- 
tional andi the experiences of the Soviet Union the Chinese revolution 
very nearly fell into a hopeless situation. Mao Zedong Thought 
Struccled against the mistaken tendency and moreover slowly took shape 
and ieveloped by making profound summations of the process of these 
historical developments. Mao Zedong Thought is product of the inte- 
vration of the universal truths of Marxism-Leninism with the 
experiences of the Chinese revolution. Its philosophical foundations 
are ilialectical materialism and historical materialism. These are 
powerful weapons for observing, analyzing and solving social contra- 
lictions. We are now in this same fashion applying the Marxist wori1 
view and methodolocy to analyze the task and sum up historical ex- 
periences. Tomrade Yao Zedong always advocated and firmly grasped the 
principle of linkins theory with practice and integrated the universal 
truths of Marxism-leninism with the concrete experiences of the 
Chinese revolution. If we pay attention only to the aspect of theory 
and do not intesrate it with practice then we are guilty of the 
logmatic error of quoting Marxist theories out of context and copying 
them mechariically in disregard of specific conditions. For example, 
Marx said that the era of social revolution could come about only 
when production relationships had changed from a stimulus of production 
into fetters on production and he moreover said that social revolution 
must take place in advanced capitalist nations. Some people then 
believed that because China had not undergone the capitalist stage 
capitalism should therefore be permitted to develop for a period and 
socialism should not be practiced. This is an obvious error. Actually, 
before Lenin rose to power he once engaged in’ struggle against the 
Second International. Lenin did not go by the book and smashed the 
obstructions placed by the theoreticians of the Second Internatic 1al 
in pointing out that a proletarian revolution could first win victory 
in a country and then establish socialism. The reason why Lenin was 
able to reach this conclusion was because he integrated the universal 
truths of Marxism with the concrete realities existing in Russia and 
analyzed the various contradictions found throughout the world to 
realize that Russia was the weakest link of the world's imperialist 
system. He then bravely led the Russian Octover Revolution. Chairman 
Mao and the older generation of proletarian revolutionaries also 
studied China's national situation and integrated the univ-.«sal truths 
of Marxism-Leninism with the concrete practice of the Chinese revo- 
lution and formulated correct lines, directions and policies in order 
to win victory in the Chinese revolution. The Seventh Party Congress 
unanimously agreed that Mao Zedong Thought was the unified ideology 
of Marxisn-Leninism and China's revolutionary practices and moreover 
lecreei it to be the direction for all party work. It is only because 
the party took Mao Zedong Thought as its guiding ideology that we won 
the great victories in the democratic revolution and the socialist 
transformation and have obtained such great success in socialist 
construction. 








The reason why we want to emphasize the point that Mao Zedong 


Thought is an integration of the universal principles of Marxism with 
the concrete practice of the Chinese revolution is because this is 
the central issue of Mao Zedong Thought. A look back at the Chinese * 


revolution will verify this point. During the first period of national 
revolutionary struggle, although the party was still in its early 
stages, it nonetheless adoped correct policies and was able to unite 
with the Nationalist Party of Sun Zhongshan to succeed in the Northern 
“xpedition,. But because the party was still young, after the success 
of the Northern Expedition Chen Duxiu then promoted rightist capit- 
ulationism in the belief that China should allow the bourgeoisie to 
assume power and wait until the development of capitalism to imple- 
ment socialism. The result was the defeat of the first national 
revolution. Later, the party led the Nanchang Uprising and held the 
Ausust 7 Conference and decided to carry out armed uprisings. The 


resistance against the Nationalist reactionaries and was the beginning 
of the party's independent leadership of armed revolution. Because 
the party then lacked deep understanding of the principles of Marxism 
and of China's nationa’t situation the Nanchang Uprising was finally 
defeated. At this time Comrade Mao Zedong applied the universal 

truths of Marxism-Leninism to study China's probiems and then 
proceeded according to China's actual conditions to lead the Autumn 
Harvest Uprising, ascended Jinggangshan and founded the revolutionary 
base. Though these were small acts the consequences were great and 
they resolved tke question of the ability of communist governments to 
exist and the question of the countrysicle encircling the cities. 
These are the great contributions cf Comrade Mao Zedong. These contri- 
butions were possible because Comrade Mao Zedcng grasped the integra- 
tion of the universal truths of Marxism-Leninism with the concrete 
practice of the Chinese revolution. Therefore, in our study of the 
"Resolution" when we look tack on the 28 years prior to Liberation 

we must concentrate on studying and researching the fundamental ques- 
tion of the integration of the universal truths of Marxism-Leninism 
with the concrete practice of the Chinese revolution. 


\fter the founding of the People's Republic of China and the imple- 
mentation of socialist construction it was also necessary to aprly 
the universal truths of Marxism-Leninism to study the new conditions 
in China's socialist construction. The Second Plenum of the Seventh 
Sonrtress decided upon the series of directions and policies which 
were to shift the work emphasis from the countryside to the cities. 
ie quickly established ourselves in the cities. We confiscated 
bureaucrat capital, completed land reform in the new areas, repressed 
counter-revolution, conducted the Three-Anti and Five-Anti campaiens, 
carried out the Resist America Aid Korea Campaign, restored the 
National economy and victorously completed the Three Great Transfor- 
mations. In accordance with the new conditions of the founding of 

the nation, Mao Zedong Thought also underwent new developments. After 
1957, however, Chairman Mao in certain areas began to depart from 
the path of the integration of the universal truths of Marxism-Leninism 
with the concrete practice of the Chinese revolution, eventually 








,eatines to such errors as the “Great Cultural Revolution.” At this 
time Lin “i220 and the “gane of four” made serious distortions of 

Mao Zelonz Thoucht by exaggerating the errors of his later years into 
the so-called “theory of continual revolution under the dictatorship 
of the proletariat,” saying that “each and every word is the absolute 
truth,” and that “one sentence refutes 10,000 sentences.” Mao Zedong 
Thourht was not taken as a direction but was made into dogma. It 
Dasically is a type of scientific theory and must not be approached 
with anti-scientific attitudes, which naturally would be counter- 

. de are now summing up the lessons of our experiences 

and «till must integrate the universal truths of Marxism-Leninism with 
the concrete practice of the Chinese revolu*%ion in order to make 

a theoretical distinction between right and wrong.

Jith regard to this fundamental issue, the Third Plenum brought order 
out of chaos, criticized the “two whatevers” and advocated ideological 
liberation through correctly and scientifically grasping Mao Zedcng 
Thourht in order to eliminate the chaos brought to this topic by Lin 
Riao and the “#ane ot four.” In terms of our ideology, no matter 
whetherwe discuss star.dards of truth or take supplemental courses, 
even thouvh we have solved the questions of right and wrong in the 
jeification of the individual and in evaluating major historical 
events, we still have not soived the problem of truly and profoundly 
understanding oe Zedong Thought. This is what we must hencerorth 
tudy and resolve. Mac Zedong Thought was developed in the process of 
at shinese vewolution and construction and future practice will con- 
n to apply and develop it. We must now correct and prevent two 
baidennies. One is the error of rejecting the leadership role of Mao 
,edone Thought in the Uhinese revolution. The other error is to con- 
tinue to hold the “whatever” viewpoint. Although we must grasp Mao 
Zedong Thought as the guiding ideology of our party we must also make 
a distinction between Meo Zedong Thought and the mistakes which Coni- 
rade Mao Zedenrs made in his later years, and we must also apply and 
ievelop iia90 Zedong Thought in our new practice. 


‘ow can we completely and correctly grasp Mao Zedong Thought? How can 
we improve our understanding in integrating the universal truths of 
Varxism-Leniniem with the concrete practice of the Chinese revolution? 
I believe that the followings two points should be considered: 


1. Yoaile we are comprehending the explanations of the formation and 
levelopment of “ao Zedone Thought, we must integrate in this creative 
process a true listinction between the role of collective leadership 
in the party and the individual roie of Comrade Mao Zedong in the 
party. The “Resolution” on the one hand emphasizes that Mao Zedong 
Thourht is the crystallization of the collective wisdom of the Chinese 
communist party and that many outstanding party leaders made important 

‘tributions to its formation and development. At the same time, 

e “es solution” points out that Comrade Mao Zedong is the major re- 
presentative in the process of the creation and summation of these 
theories. The scientific writings of Comrade Mao Zedong made concen- 
trated seneralizations of these theories. If we do not see the efforts 











made hy the whole party in integrating Marxism-Leninism with the 
concrete practice of the Chinese revolution, ignore or deny the con- 
tributions made by these outstanding party leaders and say that Mao 
,edong Thouzht is the product of the individual genius of Comrade 

Vao Zedone we will be in error. However, to reduce or even deny the 
major role of Comrade Mao Zedong in creating these experiences, 
especially in sgeneralizins about the theories, would also be in error. 


2, The explanation of Mao Zedong Thought must scientifically embody 
the intecration of the akivewnal truths of Marxism-Leninism with the 
concrete practice of the Chinese revolution. Mao Zedong Thought is 
hoth the application of Marxism-Leninism in China and further develops 
it. The is because any correct application necessarily includes 
developments. Each and every scientific theory and scientific concept 
of Mao Zedone Thought is both Marxist and Chinese as well. It is based 
on tne world view and general principles of Marxism and is firmly 
fixed on a Marxist foundation. It moreover has the special creations 
made by members of the Chinese Communist Party and distinctly Chinese 
characteristics. This has been the case ever since the Third Plenum. 
It is wrong to believe that Mao Zedong Thought is a narrow theory 
which stands outside Marxism and it is also wrong, considering the 
Chinese characteristics of these experiences, to make inappropriate 


claims that these are universal truths which can be applied outside 
of China. 


3. A distinction must be made between the scientific theories of Mao 
Zedon7 Thoucht and the mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong which were made 
in his later years. The "Resolution" says that the mistaken views of 
Comrade Mao Zedong's later years departed from the path of unifyin,; 
the universal truths of Marxism-Leninism with the concrete practice 
of the Chinese revolution and departed from the party's collective 
experiences and collective wisdom. 


hee sum up, Mao Zedong Thought is a scientific generalization which 

presses the complete and revolutionary theories of our party and 
which expresses a series of already proven correct theoretical 
principles and summations of experience regarding the Chinese revo- 
lution. Je must evaluate the creative contributions of Comrade Mao 
Zedong to Varxisnm and must also evaluate the real and long-term 
leadership significance of Mao Zedong Thought as the guiding ideology 
of +he entire party. At the same time, we certainly must not imple- 
ment *he policy of the "two whatevers,” by which we mean that we 
cannot take a dosmatic attitude with regard to the scientific theories 
of Mao 7edong Thouszht. In this way, the theoretical level of the 
party and the party's suiding ideclogy will and must continue to 
follow the path of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought in continuing 
*o develop.

ARTICLE VIEWS OBSTACLES IN CRITICISM, SELF-CRITICISM

/Text7 The practice of criticism and self-criticism is our finest tradition, it is one 
of the remarkable features that distinguishes our party from all other political 
parties. However, durina the past decade of internal unrest it was seriously mis- 
represented and became a tool for disciplining and hurting the people. The weapon of 
correct criticism and self-criticism was by and large discarded. At present it is 
very difficult to carry out criticism, the obstacles are great. The principle reasons 
behind this are: (1) Party style and social practices have not improved at all. 
Those who dare to adhere to the correct line, policies and principles of the Third 
Plenary Session and those who dare to uphold principles and dare to speak the truth 
receive no support thereby giving rise to the unsound practice of cultivating more 
flowers and fewer thorns. (2) The ruthless struggle and merciless blows of the 

decade of internal unrest have left the people with a scarred spirit, therefore, as 
soon aS party and nonparty members hear that criticism and ideological struggle will 
be carried out, they become extremely concerned and have lingering fears. The 
inability to launch sound criticism and self-criticism is the major reason for dis- 
Organized and slipshod work on the ideological front. If we want to overcome dis- 
oiganization and laxity and became strong and vigorous then we must seek unity of 
ideology and march in step. In order to accomplish this we must launch a campaign of 
Criticism and self-criticism. In a country as large as ours that has undergone a 
decade of civil strife and has faced all kinds of problems, if we did not carry out 
criticism and self-criticism, how could we unify our ideology, correct our work style 
and ensure the healthy development of our cause? We must recognize the extreme 
importance of launching criticism and self-criticism in terms of the future and destiny 
of our party and nation. 


As for the matter of carrying out criticism, there are some problems at present in 
ideological understanding that need to be resolved. Some comrades have noted that 
there are many contradictions and problems in our country, wouldn't criticism serve 
to intensify these contradictions? They advocate that under the present conditions, 
it would be best to decrease or eliminate the use of the weapon of criticism. This 
view is incorrect. The prevailing liberal trends have to do with problems of 
political principle such as whether we accept party leadership or whether we want a 
Socialist orientation. On the contrary, the contradictions will become more acu:e if 
we fail to give instruction or to criticize these mistaken tendencies or if we ignore 
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them, letting them go unchecked. Engaging in active ideological struggle and correct 
criticism is, in effect, a way of controlling minor disorders so as to avert a major 
upheaval. Thus, if we want to prevent the intensification of contradictions, we can- 
not evade them, we should take up the weapon of criticism. Of course, if the methods 
of ciiticism are unjust such as engaging in organizational crossfire or criticizing 
and attacking arbitrarily, this too will create disorder. Just as Comrade Hu Yaobang 


Said concerning the present tendencies: "If we fail to give instruction and to 
criticize and refuse to deal with them there will be disorder; if criticism is unjust, 
1.stcauction inappropriate, this too will lead to disorder." 


Some comrades resent criticism, they make mistakes yet they will not accept criticism. 
As soon as they are criticized they say you are beating them with a bludgeon. Lately, 
there have been some comrades in literary and art circles who have not been able to 
comprehend the matter of launching criticism and self-criticism as proposed by the 
Central Committee. They say that each movement always makes literary and art circles 
the first target of attack, there are so many problems on other fronts, why aren't 
they criticized? The existence of this sort of ideological sentiment is understandable. 
For, in the past 20 years there actually were many movements that began with the "5 
Circles.’ Moreover, the literary and art circles frequently were the first to be 
affected. However, to maintain this viewpoint today is a mistake. It is not in 
keeping witn the spirit of the forum on problems of the national ideological front 

nor does it conform to the present reality. This forum, convened by the Central 
Committee, proposed strengthening the party's leadership, launching criticism and 
self-criticism, correcting the state of disorganization and laxity and overcoming 

all erroneous trends. This is not only necessary in literary and art circles, it is 
also needed on the whole ideological front. Comrade Hu Yaobang pointed out in his 
speech that a disorganized and lax leadership is a common problem of the whole party. 
He emphasized that the whole party must learn to make use of the weapon of criticism 
and self-criticism in order to strengthen unity and improve work. In actual life 

do we not constantly carry out earnest criticism against mistakes in all aspects of 
work, against seeking privileges, against engaging in incorrect practices and other 


enomena? Therefore that argument of "once more making literary and art circles 
the fi.st target of attack" is invalid. Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out that criticism 
and self-criticism are "the only methods for preventing all kinds of political dirt 


and germs from contaminating our ideology and the body of our party." Thus we must 
welcome criticism, promote criticism and encourage criticism. To reject criticism 
is t+ assume an attitude of concealing one's faults for fear of criticism. This 
attitude is detrimental to the development of the cause of literature, the arts, to 
theory and to other ideological fronts. It must be overccme. 


Uf course, when engaging in criticism we must pay attention to methodology; we must 

be fair and just. We must accept the nature of the problem for what it is and not 
arbitrarily inflate it to a higher plane of principle and partyline. Ideological 
problems and political problems are frequently intermingled, as are academic view- 
points and political viewpoints. We must be particularly careful and make sure to 
differentiate between them. We must not arbitrarily exaggerate problems in ideological 
understanding or erroneous academic and artistic views to a political level so that 

we may criticize them. Engaging in unlimited exaggeration does not help in solving 


problems, it may even create new confusion. We certainly must criticize the views, 
speeches and writings that violate the four basic principles. However, as long as 
the problems still have to do with the internal contradictions among the people, the 


Manner of criticism must be both earnest and sincere. It must start from the desire 














for the good of others and it must be well-reasoned so that 

those who are criticized feel that our party is truly concerned about them and trying 
to help them reach a common unity and arrive at unity on the basis of the four 
basic principles. It should be taken into coisideration that literary and artistic 
creations involve complicated mental activity. Because of this we must use two 
standards, political and artistic, to make fair analyses. Good works should be 
‘ommended, inadequate works should be given assistance and poor works should be 
ized. Under no circumstances should we make subjective decisions, exaggerate 
l or reject them out of hand. This would not be favorable to the implementation 
he “double-hundred" policy or to the success of the cause of literature and 
art. In summary, we must attach great importance to the effectiveness of criticism 
and pay attention to attitude and methodology. To not criticize mistakes is to 
forsake one's principles; criticizing mistakes with no regard for methodology and 

the two different types of contradiction is also a problem of principie.

When engaging in criticism, we must continue to believe that the majority of people, 

including those with liberal tendencies, will do as the party says and heed the voice 
of truth and that they are capable of being remolded. We must cambine criticism and 

praise, education by positive example and enlightenment. 


Let us take up the weapon of criticism and self-criticism and, in good time, sur- 
mount all erroneous tendencies in order to ensure the success of the cause of socialist 
construction.

{[Text! On the issue of criticism and self-criticism, our Party has rich experi- 
ences of success as well as profound lessons of failure. These experiences and 
lessons have made clear to us that in order to carry out criticism and self- 
criticism correctly, we must take a firm and clear-cut stand, adopt proper mea- 
sures, be able to distinguish right from wrong; that is, to seek truth from facts. 
Not daring to criticize, or not criticizing at all, of course, is far away from 
carrying out criticism correctly; on the other hand, will random and irresponsible 
criticism and attacks lead to good criticism? To confuse right and wrong, even 

to the extent of reversing them not only cannot unify ideologies and unite the 
comrades, but will even bring harm to the revolution. To be revolutionary, we 
should maintain a firm and clear-cut stand; to be scientific, we must adopt cor- 
rect measures and be able to distinguish right from wrong. In order to carry out 
criticism correctly, we must achieve unity of the revolutionary and the scientific 
aspects in our work. To be revolutionary without being scientific is, at best, 
mere wishful thinking. Hence, to distinguish right from wrong accurately is a 
core question in carrying out criticism correctly. 

To distinguish right from wrong accurately is the basic requirement of our Party's 
dialectical materialistic ideological line on the issue of criticism; and the em 
bodiment of party nature in our Communist Party on all principles. The term right 
refers to the correct recognition of objective matters and their laws, the term 
wrong refers to the distorted reflection of objective matters and their laws. 
Discrimination of right and wrong means a sound knowledge of objective laws, and 
to handle affairs in accordance with it. This is precisely the basic reason of 
correct criticism and self-criticism being a great driving force behind all our 
improvements. Summing up the 60 years of historical lessons of our Party, there 
are two phenomena worthy of our notice on the subject of political discrimination 
of right and wrong. One is regarding "rightist" as right, the other regarding 
"leftist" as right, both of which have confused right and wrong and have caused 
grave loss to the revolutionary cause. In the era of the New Democratic Revolu- 
tion, Chen Duxiu {7115 3747 4423] upheld Right-capitulationism as right, result- 
ing in forfeiting tie triumph of the Northern Expedition; Wang Ming [3769 2494], 
who upheld Left Opportunism as right, almost brought the Chinese Revolution to 





ruin. During the era of socialism since 1957, there have been increasing cases 
where "leftist" was upheld as right, and even developed to such an extent as be- 
coming the highest standard measure for right and wrong during the Cultural Revolu- 
tion. tt was only after the Third Plenary Session of the CCP that the topsy- 
turvied right and wrong were again basically straightened out and that criticism 
and self-criticism began to return to their original forms and got on the right 
track. The Party's Third Plenary Session, the Central Work Committee of December 
last year and the Sixth Plenary Session are all successful examples of correct 
distinction between right and wrong and correct launching of criticism and self- 
criticism. 





At present, although the Central has achieved the historical task of restoring 
order out of chaos on guiding ideologies, the phenomenon still exists where some 
comrades in some units are still regarding "leftist" or "rightist" as right on 
certain matters, and it is rather serious in some cases. Those who uphold “r1i,o-- 
ist" as right are making use of the mistakes that are already rectified or in the 
process of being rectified by our Party to oppose to the four basic principles. 
Hoisting the banner of "liberalizing ideology" and "reform," they are very decep- 
tive. To them, the four basic principles are wrong and bourgeois liberalization 
is right. That is the substance of the problem. Failure to see this substance 
clearly is an important reason for the laxness and weakness on the ideological 
front and leadership. Of course, there are extremely few people with such erro- 
neous tendencies, yet their influence should not be underestimated. If we let 
these erroneous tendencies overflow, they will seriously undermine our efforts 

to purge the "left" mistakes, even to the extent of losing the great achievement 
of bringing order out of chaos since the Third Plenary Session, causing serious 
damage to the great undertaking of the four modernizations. 


The situation in which "leftist" is upheld as right is still more complicated. 
There are fewer and fewer people who openly support the "cultural revolution" and 
the “continuation of the revolutionary theory under proletarian dictatorship." 
However, we should pay special attention to those who still hold the line, prin- 
ciples and policies expounded by the Third Plenary Session responsible for the 
hardships, problems and shortcomings encountered in our advancement, reform and 
our work. On the one hand, they do not find our policies agreeable, and on the 
other hand, they dare not openly voice their opposition because of the circum 
stances. Moreover, due to the widespread influence of "leftist" thinking over 
such a long period of time, those comrades who detested "left" mistakes before, 
and even those who were victimized cannot help consciously or unconsciously re- 
gard issues with "leftist" bias. Hence, eradicating left tendencies and distin- 
guishing right from wrong in our criticism and self-criticism is a tremendous 
task. 





Confusion of right and wrong during ihe course of criticism is caused by many and 
varied reasons: some are subjective, such as low standard of criticism and weak- 
ness in distinction between right and wrong, poor reform of the world outlook and 
wrong motives for criticism; some are objective, such as misguidance from the 
upper levels, and obscure understanding of the situation. Among these reasons, 
there are two which merit our special attention. One is mistakes caused by mis- 
guided ideologies. To use "left" or right as the correct guideline will inevit- 
ably render results in which "left" or right is seen as correct. After several 











years' efforts, the Party central committee has resumed the scientific system of 
Mao Zedong Thought, pointing to us a correct line of work. However, "leftist" 
tendencies are still not completely eradicated, and therefore it is necessary to 
further eradicate the influences caused by the "continuation of revolutionary 
theory uncer proletarian dictatorship" in order to carry out criticism and self- 
criticism correctly. Another method is to proceed from reality, seeking truth 
from facts instead of following blindly the prevalent trend. In the past, when- 
ever we criticized an erroneous tendency, we only pursued one demand, followed 

one pattern, and dealt with it in one blow, regardless of the local circumstances. 
Moe resiuit is that rightist elements were arrested and fought against on all 
levels, representatives were also sought on all levels, bringing harm to many 
innocent people. Now the Central Committee has conducted criticisms of wrong 
tendencies without engaging in sieges or campaigns, making sure that various re- 
gions criticize according to their own situations and resolving problems accord- 
ing to their particular nature. This is a scientific summation of several decades 
of experience and the guidance of Marxism. However, some comrades still tend to 
reverse this guiding principle, i.e., "I've got whatever you are opposed to," just 
to prove that they have a firm and clear-cut stand. There are still other com- 
rades who do not understand that both "left" and "right" refer to the political 
issue; the right side and the wrong side. They tend to attach labels of "right" 
or “left'’ to whatever is wrong. To them, things are either "left" or right, and 
there are no other categories of right and wrong. They bring about the inevitable 
result of exaggerated criticism which confuse right and wrong. The adverse conse- 
quences brought about by this in the past 20 years are not completely rectified. 
This profound lesson should be remembered well by all of us. 


In order to distinguish right from wrong correctly, the scientific standard should 
be insisted upon. This standard is the revolutionary practice of hundreds and 
thousands of the masses under the guidance of Marxism. This standard of practice 
in the present historical era is the substantiation of the line, principles and 
policies expounded by the [Third Plenary Session. Those measuring to it are right, 
and those falling short of it are wrong. Upholding the line, principles and 
policies of the Third Plenary Session is the same as upholding the four basic 
principles. The four basic principles are concrete and not abstract. The line, 
principles and policies are the substantiation and manifestation of the four basic 
principles in the present historical era. Once we grasp tight the line, prin- 
ciples and policies of the Third Plenary Session, we can then distinguish right 
from wrong, thereby carrying out correct criticism in the effort of uniting all 
comrades, the whole Party and accelerate our aim of a high standard of socialist 
material civilization as well as spiritual civilization. 


Criticism and self-criticism is the splendid tradition and workstyle of our Party, 
ind a great driving force in our advancement. We have relied on this weapon to 
insist on truth and in rectifying errors, bringing forth great victory to the Chi- 
nese Revolution. Since the Third Plenary Session, we have relied on this measure 
to restore order out of chaos, to sum up experiences, rectifying the "left" mis- 
takes in the Party's guiding ideology. At present, it is this measure that we 
are relying on to overcome erroneous tendencies which deviate from the line, prin- 
cinles and policies of the Third Plenary Session, particularly those erroneous 
tendencies which d..iate from the socialist road and Party leadership and engage 
in liberalization, thus promoting stability and achieving victories in readjust- 
of the economy and construction of the four modernizations.

SUN YATSEN'S EFFORTS TO REUNIFY CHINA LAUDED

[Text] The 10th of this October will be the 70th anniversary of the 1911 Revolu- 
tion. Seventy years ago, the great vanguard of the Chinese Revolution, Mr Sun 
Yatsen, led the entire nation to achieve victory in the 1911 Revolutica, overthrow- 
ing the feudalist imperialist system which had been in effect for thousands of 
years. He established a democratic republic for the first time in our country and 
paved a broad road toward the realization of a thorough democratic revolution and 
socialist revolution for the Chinese people. This is a great achievement which 

can never be obliterated from the history of China. 


Mr Sun Yatsen founded the Three People's Principles which expressed the revolu- 
tionary demands of the sincere advocator of democracy. He was a great revolution- 
ary who devoted his entire life to struggle for national independence and national 
prosperity. He embodied high patriotic thoughts, unflinching determination to 
sacrifice and struggle to the end, and the undaunted revolutionary spirit to con- 
tinue to forge ahead in step with the prevalent trend. He will forever be a model 
for us to emulate. 


During my youth, I saw with my own eyes the corruption of the Qing government 
which led to the invasions by major powers, causing China to fall increasingly 
into a half-colonial situation. "When the nation was in a crisis and we lived 
precariously in fear, many with ideals began to have thoughts of saving the na- 
tion; from thence sprouted the seed of revolutionary unrest." ("Where There Is 

a Will There Is a Way." It was right at the beginning of this revolutionary un- 
rest that Mr Sun Yatsen devoted himself to the revolution, as he claimed, "It was 
not until the year of defeat during the Yiyou Sino-French War that I decided to 
overturn the Qing government and estab ish a Republic." ("Psychological Recon- 
struction") From then on, he devoted 40 years of work to the Chinese Revolution, 
spending his entire life's energy and concentrating ali his attention on the re- 
form of China. Truly he bent his back to the task until his dying day. What was 
especially imprinted on the hearts of our older generation of Chinese people was 
his spirit to struggle to the end for the reunification of the fatherland which 
led him to go north while he was ill and afflicted with an incurable disease. 














On Ll March 1925, Sun signed his will and instructed comrades at his side, saying, 
"I'm going north to seek for a peaceful reunification and I will advocate the con- 
vening of a national conference." "It is my very wish that all of you comrades 
continue to struggle so that a national conference can soon convene." Even on his 
deathbed, he was still crying, "Peace, Struggle, Save China." This "Peace, Strug- 
gle, Save China" is the summary of Sun's 40 years of revolutionary experience; it 
is also the valuable experien::e for people of all colonial and semi-colonial coun- 
tries who wish to rid themseives of imperialist oppression in order to seek for 
democratic liberation and national independence. 


In his "Speech on Calling a National Conference" written for a press conference at 
Moli'ai Road in Shanghai, Sun said, "Gentlemen, I have always been an advocate of 
peace. Not only this, he also said, "If our people want peaceful reunification, 


we must all be of one heart. All groups in the country should send delegates to 
the national conference to study the flaws in the present situation and discuss 
remedies."' These knowledged opinions are worthy of our study. 


Mr Sun Yatsen “adapted to the trend of the world and met the needs of the masses"; 
he was always at the head of the trend of the times and progressed along with his- 
tory, making outstanding contributions to the revolution of the Chinese people. 

He never considered the 1911 Revolution to be the final goal--he said, "When the 
revolutionary ideal is not yet in force and the revolutionary goal not yet achieved, 
we are only a republic in name and not in reality." Because of this, he always 
encouraged revolution with the fact that the revolution had not been completed; 

he was always able to confront and carry on a keen battle with the royalists and 
Other reactionary groups on a clear-cut revolutionary democratic stand to protect 
the banner of democratic revolution. Sun's revolutionary thoughts continued to 
develop as the Chinese Democratic Revolution progressed further--he developed the 
new fhree People's Principles from the old Three People's Principles. He accepced 
the help of the Communist International and the Chinese Communist Party and reso- 
lutely decided to reorganize the KMT, presenting the three policies of Soviet 


aLli Communist alliance and support of agriculture and industry which real- 
ized the first cooperation between the KMT and the Chinese Communist Party, formed 
the foundation for the victory of the Northern Expedition and enabled China to 
enter the great new era of new democratic revolution. 


After many circuitous roads, Sun finally found the correct revolutionary path of 
cooperation with the CCP. Sun is the experimenter who most understood why the 
old Three People's Principles could not work in China. He, therefore, took 
strides forward and firmly started on the new road to revolution. After Sun's 
death, the KMT broke off and during the critical moment in the Northern Expedi- 
tion, the KMT controlling authorities betrayed the revolution, became anti- 
communist and antipeople, discarded Sun's revolutionary banner of the Three Peo- 


ple's Principles, and in the end lost their footing on the Chinese mainland. 
From this, I came to understand Sun's spirit to struggle to the end for the re- 
unificatior of the fatherland. On 1 April 1949, I along with Zhang Zhizhong, 
Shao Lizi, Zhang Shizhao, Huang Shaoxiaong, and Li Zheng went as representatives 
of the KMT to Beiping and agreed after consultation on a "National Peace Agree- 
ment'’ with the CCP. But because the KMT government at Nanjing then refused to 


sign the agreement, che reunification of the fatherland is as yet unrealized. 











Thousands upon thousands of kinfolks are separated by the sea with homes they 
cannot return to and unable to communicate with one another-—-how can we not be 
grieved? At present, the authorities c. Taiwan, with no regard for the nation's 
people, including the wishes of those on Taiwan, refused to have postal communica- 
tion, trade relations and sea and air services. They refuse to realize reunifica- 
tion through peaceful negotiations and yet cry out for a “reunification of China 
through the Three People's Principles." The refusal for peace based on anti- 
communist feelings and the continuation of separation to obtain momentary ease 
through desperate means are fundamentally against Sun Yatsen's revolutionary work. 
l was reminded of the new year in 1923 when Sun Yatsen pointed out in his speech 
during the welcoming banquet of the Dian Gui army, "Yuan Shikai declared himself 
emperor, Zhang Xun restored the dethroned monarch, the supervising army groups 
rebelled and claimed autonomy on provinces they occupied--these people are tearing 
the country into pieces, so that the Chinese republic cannot be reunified. This 
disunity means that the revolution was not a success.” His words are still rele- 
vant today and should be a useful lesson for the authorities on Taiwan. 


The Chinese Communist Party continued and developed the spirit of the 1911 revolu- 
tion and led the Chinese people, after a long period of revolutionary struggle, to 
finally overthrow the three huge mountains of imperialism, feudalism and bureau- 
cratic capitalism which were placed on the head of the Chinese people, and estab- 
lished a People's Republic of China. The party completed the mission of Chinese 
democratic revolution and furthermore pushed it forward into the socialist revolu- 
tionary stage, and developed grand scale socialist reconstruction, thus completing 
the great revolutionary work which Sun Yatsen could not finish during his life 
time. Recently, from the point of the good of the people on Taiwan and the ac- 
tuality of the Taiwan authorities, a third cooperation for reunification between 
the CCP and the KMT was suggested. As early as the new year's 1979, the Standing 
Committee of the People's Congress had published a "Letter to Compatriots on Tai- 
wan." During the past 2 years, there has been increasingly strong reactions from 
Chinese overseas and compatriots on Taiwan. Recently, on the eve of the 32nd 
anniversary of the establishment of the PRC, the Chairman of the Standing Commit- 
tee of the People's Congress, Ye Jianying, made nine proposals on the subject of 
Taiwan returning to the fatherland and the realization of peaceful reunification. 
The goal is to achieve a glorious chapter in the history of the Chinese people 
endorsed by all the people, including compatriots on Taiwan, a chapter which all 
would strive with one heart and mind to write so as to gain glory for all the 
ancestors and to provide prosperity for all posterity. These nine proposals are 
in tune with heaven and mankind and the terms are extremely generous. They are 

in keeping with the wishes of the people and have great relevancy and fully ex- 
press the sincerity of the CCP. The proposals are reasonable and have the backing 
of the people. In my opinion, reciprocal negotiation and the realization of a 
third cooperation between the CCP and the KMT is the best road open to the author- 
ities on Taiwan. It is time for a third cooperation now, the reunification of the 
fatherland can be delayed no longer. It is my greatest hope that the Taiwan 
authorities will be able to value the objective reality and all the efforts of 

the CCP in the continuation and development of the 1911 Revolutionary spirit and, 
based on the good of the people and of the nation, make up their minds soon to 
forget former grudges. Furthermore, after weighing the pros and cons, I hope

ARTICLE DIFFERENTIATES MAO'S MISTAKES, MAO ZEDONG THOUGHT

[Text] To continue to uphold Mao Zedong Thought, we must strictly distinguish the 
mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong during his later years from the scientific system 
of Mao Zedong Thought. As pointed out by the <<Resolution on Certain Questions in 
the History of Our Party Since the Founding of the Nation>>: "This distinction is 
very necessary." In order to make the distinction, we must clearly understand 
what are the differences between the nature of the mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong 
during his later years and Mao Zedong Thought. 


I. Mao Zedong Thought is the utilization and the development of Marxism-Leninism 
in China. It is the correct theoretical principle proven by practice and the sum- 
mary of experience of the Chinese revolution. It is the result of the collective 
wisdom of the Chinese Communist Party. Comrade Mao Zedong made the most outstand- 
ing contribution to this. The introduction of Marxism into our nation opened up a 
new situation in Chinese history. But Marxism is only the fundamental rule that 
shows historical development and the general principle of revolution; it cannot 
provide a ready formula for China's revolution. Because of the ignorance of our 
party at the time of inception, regarding the question of how to treat Marxism, 
mistakes were made through dogmatism and through regarding foreign experience as 
sacred, leading the revolution into a hopeless situation. It was Comrade Mao 
Zedong who successfully combined the general principles of Marxism-Leninism with 
the actual practice of the Chinese revolution, made a theoretical generalization 
of the series of creative experiences in the practice of the Chinese revolution, 
and formed the scientific guiding ideology suited to China's national character-- 
Mao Zedong Thought. Therefore, the emergence and formation of Mao Zedong Thought, 
as the guiding ideology of the Chinese Communist Party to lead the revolution 

from victory to new victories, does not rely on objective facts of change in any 
personal will. Using the name of Comrade Mao Zedong for this scientific system 

of ideological theory is appropriate. At the same time, during the course of the 
formation of Mao Zedong Thought, many outstanding leaders of our party, such as 
Comrades Zhou Enlai, Liu Shaoqi, and Zhu De, also made outstanding theoretical 
contributions that enriched the treasurechest of the theory of Mao Zedong Thought.

it can be seen that Mao Zedong Thought as a scientific term has its own specific 
content. In May 1945, at the seventh national delegates conference of the party, 
Comrade Liu Shaoqi described the outstanding contributions of Comrade Mao Zedong 
in his report on revising the party charter, officially proposed the concept of 
"Mao Zedong Thought,” and included it in the party charter of the "Seventh Con- 
gress." The general principles of the party charter state: "The Chinese Commu- 
nist Party takes the ideology that unifies the theory of Marxism-Leninism with the 
practice of the Chinese revolution--Mao Zedong Thought--as the guideline of all 
our work, and opposes any dogmatic or empirical tendencies." It was also at this 
time that Comrade Mao Zedong himself mentioned that he was not always right in the 
<<workin, guiceline of the ‘seventh congress'>>, and that not all of his views 
were Marxist; he said: "As a person, I have also made mistakes. In 1927 I wrote 
an article that contained Marxist views but in economic preblems it lacked the 
Marxist viewpoint; therefore the part on economic problems was wrong. In addi- 
tion, during the more than 20 years of work, whether in military and political 
affairs or in party work, | have made many mistakes. These things were not writ- 
ten down, but not writing them down is not negation. According to real history 
and the real situation, I have been mistaken." This shows that when the party 
first proposed this scientific concept of Mao Zedong Thought, the personal mis- 
takes of Comrade Mao Zedong were not confused with Mao Zedong Thought. Comrade 
Mao Zedong never said that his personal mistakes belonged to Mao Zedong Thought. 
Therefore, although Comrade Mao Zedong and Mao Zedong Thought are so closely link- 
ed, there is a strict distinction between the two. This is because Comrade Mao 
Zedong contributed the most to the formation of Mao Zedong Thought, but th.s does 
not mean that Comrade Mao Zedong is equal to Mao Zedong Thought. We cannot say 
that his every work, his every piece of writing and even his personal mistakes 
all belong to Mao Zedong Thought. Mao Zedong Thought refers to the correct theo~ 
retical principles and the summary of the experience of the Chinese revolution; 
it does not mean the totality of the personal views and thoughts of Comrade Mao 
Zedong. Mao Zedong Thought is the result of collective wisdom, not the result of 
his personal struggle. 


‘I. Comrade Mao Zedong made serious mistakes in his later years. These mistakes 
were mainly manifested by the leftist tendencies in the ideology that guided work 
and the launching and the leading of the “cultural revolution." 


Seeking truth from facts is the living soul of Mao Zedong Thought. But Comrade 
Mao Zedong often violated this principle in his later years. For example, in 
socialist construction, he sometimes did not have a sufficient understanding of 
the objective economic patterns and China's national situation: he wanted to pro- 
duce achievements in a hurry, he wanted to use the methods of "blitzkrieg" and 
"oreat leap forward" to change China's backward situation within a relatively 
short time. Comrade Mao Zedong also erred in his estimate of the political sit- 
uation in China during his later years: he engaged in “taking class struggle as 
the key link,” insisted that there was a capitalist class headquarters within the 
party, and insisted that the leading authority of a fairly large number of units 
was not in the hands of the people. These errors in estimating the actual objec- 


tive situation caused the tragedy of the "cultural revolution." The other living 
soul of Mao Zedong Thought is the mass line, coming from the masses and going to 
the masses. But, the “cultural revolution" went contrary to this correct line, 


which had been formed over a long period by our party and which had always been 
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advocated by Comrade Mao Zedong himself. As the movement developed, the society 
became more and more chaotic, the people were extremely disgusted with the sitva- 
tion an? symbolically called this "mass movement" the “movement of the masses," 

and *.ey hoped it would soon end so that there would be a stable environment to 
carry out socialist construction. This fully demonstrates that the “cultural revo- 
lution" and the theory of continuous revolution under the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat are contrary in nature to the people's wishes and do not have any mass 
foundation. 


The mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong in his later years also directly violated his 
own correct theories of the past. Comrade Mao Zedong proposed the scientific con- 
clusion that conflicts of two different natures must be correctly handled. He 
pointed out that large-scale, torrential and stormy types of mass class struggle 
had basically ended. But in his later years, he strong!v advocated large-scale 
class struggle of a mass nature; he even advocated that major chaos such as the 
“cultural revolution" be launched every few years. Within the party, democratic 
centralism must be practiced to let people talk and iet veople criticize, one 
should not hide one's shortcomings; these have always been the ideas of Comrade 
Mao Zedong. But duritg his later years, he engaged in personal dictatorship and 
would not accept criticism. 


Great men, including many great proletarian revolutionaries, unavoidably make some 
mistakes and have this or that short:oming. The mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong 
during his later years are the mistakes by a great Marxist; compared to the ever 
living achievements of his life, they are only secondary. Therefore, we cannot 
negate the mistakes of his later years because of his achievements, nor can we 
negate his whole life because of the mistakes of his later years and negate the 
scientific value of Mao Zedong Thought. The mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong dur- 
ing his later years are different from Mao Zedong Thought in nature. The differ- 
ences are: the mistakes are wrong, the other is correct; the mistakes brought 
about losses to the party and the people, the other guided the revolution to vic- 
tory; the mistakes were caused by personal dictatorship, the other is the result 
of collective wisdom. They must be strictly di.tinguished. 


III. Distinguishing Mao Zedong Thought from the mistakes of the later years of 
Comrade Mao Zedong is a scientific distinction. In the history of the development 
of Marxism, Marxism and Leninism have always been scientific terms with a definite 
meaning. Is Marxism completely equal to Marx? No. Marx made outstanding contri- 
butions to the formation and development of Marxism, but Marxism is not the 
achievement of Marx alone: it is also the result of colleciive wisdom. Engels 
made outstanding contributions. Regarding this point, Marx himself also agreed 
totally. In history, people do not call Marxism Aarx-Engels-ism, but use the 

name of Marx to name this scientific ideological system, but this does not wipe 
out the great contributions of Engels. During the course of leading the struggle 
of the proletariat, Marx also made some mistakes and errors. Marx also severely 
criticized himself for his own mistakes. Today, as we talk about Marxism, we 

mean the scientific ideology created together by Marx and Engels, not the com 
plete writings of Marx, and furthermore, not his mistakes. We mus. never mix 
together the leader's mistakes with the scientific ideological system named after 
him, and include the mistakes as part of the scientific system. If we did not 
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make the differentiation and insisted that Marxism also includes his mistakes, then 
that would be a joke and incomprehensible. 

[The reason that she viewpoint of "two everythings" is mistaken is that it insists 
on regarding every statement by Comrade Mao Zedong and even his mistakes as Mao 
Zedong Thought. This is a mistaken attitude. Conversely, if we see that Comrade 
Mao zedong made serious mistakes during his later years and attempt to negate the 
scientific value of Mao Zedong Thought, negate the guidance of Mao Zedong Thought 
in our nation's revolution and construction, and dare not insist on Mao Zedong 
Thoug.t with justice on our side, this is also mixing the personal mistakes of 
Comrade Mao Zedong with Mao Zedong Thought, this is also a mistaken attitude. 
These tw. mistaken attitudes are not helpful in our endeavors and are not helpful 
in developing the truth of Marxism. 


Marx once ridiculed some people as superficial, saying that they looked only at 
the surtace of problems. Some of our comrades look at problems exactly in this 
way. They only look at the phenomenon but do not look at the nature and they do 
not understand the scientific and dialectic method of analysis; they mix together 
the mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong during his later years with the Mao Zedong 
Thought named after him, and they do not distinguish the natures between them. 
Only by distinguishing the mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong during his later years 
from Mao Zedong Thought can truth be sought from facts, and only such a distinc- 
tion can be called historical materialism; not making the distirction is mistaken 
and harmful.

SHANDONG CALLS FOR WEAPONS REGISTRATION, AIR GUN CONTROL 
Jinan DAZHONG RIBAO in Chinese 8 Jul 81 p 1 


[Article: "Provincial People's Government Issues Notice To Register All Weapons 
and Ammunition; the Provincial Public Security Department Promulgates Regulations 
for Air Guns in Shandong Province"] 


[Text] Recently, the provincial people's government issued a notice concerning 

the registration of weapons and ammunition, asking each locality to conscientiously 
implement and carry out the <<regulations for the control of weapons in the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China>>, carry out the work of overall registration of weapons 
well and concretely strengthen control. 


The notice points out that except for military weapons issued to the People's 
Liberation Army, militia and the people's armed police, all other military hand- 
guns, rifles, submachine guns, various types of guns used for shooting in sports 
events, hunting rifles, shotguns, firelocks, needle guns to paralyze animals, air 
guns that shoot metallic pellets and BB's and the ammunition for the guns de- 
scribed above (except pellets and BB's for air guns) must all be registered. 
Therefore, all units and individuals having the guns and ammunition described 
above, including servicemen and people's armed police that have hunting rifles 
and air guns that shoot metallic pellets and BB's, regardless of the origin of 
the guns and the ammunition, regardless of their condition and whether they are 
usable or not, must register with the local public security organ before 31 Au- 
gust. Those who miss the deadline and do not register will be severely dealt 
with in accordance with the respective situation. 


The notice stipulates that after registration and after review and approval by 
the county and municipal public security organs, all those who meet the regula- 
tions concerning the carrying, assignment and ownership of guns will be issued 
new gun permits. All those who do not meet the regulations will have to hand 
over their guns and ammunition to the public security organs above the county 
and municipal level for processing. Various types of military guns, guns for 
sports events and their ammunition scattered in the hands of individuals and the 
various guns and ammunition privately manufactured, regardless of their origin, 
must all be submitted to the local public security organs. Those who refuse to 
submit and who continue to privately keep guns and ammunition will be dealt with 
severely in accordance with the law. Those who actively inform upon others who 
illegally hide guns and ammunition will be praised or rewarded. Those who hold 
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information regarding such illegal possession but do not report it will be dealt 
with regarding responsibility in accordance with the respective situation. 


The notice says that each unit and each department must concretely strengthen 
leadership in the work of taking inventory of guns and ammunition, fully mobilize 
the masses, and investigate and check up thoroughly to assure that the work of 
taking inventory is done carefully and well. 


After approval by the provincial people's government, the provincial public secu- 
rity department recently issued a <<regulation for the control of air guns in 
Shandong Province>>. 


This regulation was established in accordance with related policies and <<the 
regulation for control of weapons in the People's Republic of China.>> It covers 
all types of air guns that shoot metallic pellets and BB's. Air guns used by 
physical education departments in shooting sports events are subjected to control 
as guns for shooting sports events, those used for hunting by hunting units are 
subjected to control as hunting guns. 


The <<regulation>> stipulates that except for the various air guns manufactured by 
factories appointed by the state, no unit and no individual are allowed to pri- 
vately manufacture or assemble them. Stores dealing in air guns must register 
with the public security organs above the county and municipal level. Purchasing 
air guns requires a purchase permit issued by the public security organ for pur- 
chase at designated stores. Persons carrying and owning air guns must be citizens 
Over 18 years old. Persons holding air guns must register with the public secu- 
rity organ at the place of residence to apply for and obtain a gun permit. Per- 
sons carrying guns on outings must carry gun permits for inspection. Persons who 
own air guns and who move from the original county and city of residence should 
return and cancel the gun permit at the public security organ that originally 
issued the permit and exchange it for a shipping permit. After arrival at the 
destination, they should take the shipping permit to the local public security 
organ and exchange it for a new gun permit. When transferring ownership of an 
air gun, a new gun permit must be applied for at the public security agency orig- 
inally issuing the permit. Air handguns shooting metallic pellets can only be 
used in shooting sports events organized and led by the physical education depart- 
ments at various levels. No other units or individuals are allowed to purchase 
and hold such guns. 


The <<regulation>> also strictly prohibits shooting in public places, residential 
areas, scenic and tourist areas and other places where hunting is prohibited. 
Foreigners residing in the province will be subjected to the same regulation un- 
less otherwise stipulated. All violators will be severely dealt with according 
to each case. 
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REFORM OF SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH SYSTEM URGED 
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[Article by Zhang Qiang [1728 1730]: "An Important Issue on the Readjustment 
and Reform of Our Country's Scientific Research System--Also on the Controversy 
Over ‘Whether or Not Universities Should Become Centers of Education and 
Scientific Research'"] 








[Text] At present our country's scientific research system has many drawbacks. 
The development of modern science and technology changes with each passing day. 
The mutual infiltration among various departments of science, and the trend that 
day by day the development of science and technology becomes more and more the 
development of various departments as a whole, show that there is an urgent 

need for our scientific research system to carry out readjustment and reform so 
that it can free itself from the bondage of its drawbacks in order to accelerate 
the four modernizations, especially the modernization of science and technology. 
Here, I wish only to analyze and discuss an important issue in our scientific 
research system. From the standpoint of history and making a comparison with the 
scientific research systems of developed countries, I will probe into ways of 
making readjustment and reform, and present my views on the contention "whether 
or not our universities should become centers of education and scientific research" 
(the term "university" mentioned in this article, if not specified, means a key 
university and not a common basic university), a contention brought about by the 
separation and dislocation of scientific research and education in the past. 





























I. The Separation and Disconnection of Scientific Research and Education Consti- 
tute a Major Drawback of Our Scientific Research System 


In the early 1950's, our country copied the method of the Soviet Union of 
separating and disconnecting scientific research and higher education, letting 
the academy of sciences undertake scientific research and the universities 
undertake education, thus separating and disconnecting the scientific research 
system from the higher education system in China. This improper practice remains 
unchanged to the present day, bringing about many problems for the development of 
our science and technology and higher education, and standing in the way of 
producing results and talent with high efficiency and good quality. It contra- 
dicts the trend of development of modern science and technology completely. 





At present this major drawback of our scientific research system manifests itself 
especially in the following ways: 


l. Each branch goes its own way and tries to set up a system of its own, which 
couhnleracts the superiority our socialist system should have. Under the present 
system, the scientiric research departments (which are divided into four independ- 
ent branches--the Chinese Academy of Sciences,the National Defense Scientific 

and Technological Commission, the local scientific research institutes and the 
industrial departments’ scientific research organs) and the institutes of higher 
education are separated from each other; each is under the vertical leadership of 
its own branches, with very little or no horizontal contact. On the one hand, a 
large number of research projects are unnecessarily duplicated; on the other hand, 
many profound key projects have nobody to tackle them, thus creating an abnormal 
Situation of extreme partiality. For instance, in 1978 one of our provinces, 
disregarding its more than 20 institutes of higher education, set up independently 
a provincial academy of sciences with nearly 1,000 personnel, including only one 
research person who had the qualification of an assistant researcher; meanwhile, 
the institutes of higher education of this province had 385 specialists with 
titles of associate professor and higher. In 1979 this provincial academy of 
sciences invested 2.7 million yuan in the establishment of a new laser research 
institute which, carried out a project of trying to make laser parts. These parts 
had been successfully made in China more than 10 years before, but, this laser 
institute could not make them and was compelled to buy the parts from one of the 
universities in the province in order to fulfill its research task. This 
situation of each going its own way, using funds without achieving due results, 
and making investment only in its own branch will certainly lead to sectarianism, 
and the results will be fewer, slower, poorer and more wasteful. 





2. The separation of the research and education systems has created confusion in 
recognizing the nature, mission and orientation of universities. The "conflict of 


slogans" has continued for 30 years, and up to now the responsible persons 
concerned still contradict one another in their public speeches. In August 1977 
omrade Deng Xiaoping pointed out clearly that the schools of higher education are 


not only centers of education but also centers of scientific research. In 1978 
this view was formally written into the "60 Rules on Higher Education.” Later, 
however, some responsible persons did not agree with this in their speeches, as 
seen in the newspapers. They mixed up the fact that in any given period of time 
education can only concentrate on one thing, and the fact that education and 
scientific research are two aspects of the basic task of universities, which should 
supplement each other. This created even greater confusion at the lower levels. 
Consequently some people blamed college teachers for not doing their job properly 
hy undertaking scientific research, and some universities and colleges asked 
themselves whether it was necessary to have graduation dissertations. It was 
even suggested that incompetent personnel in research departments be sent to 
colleges to teach. Therefore, it can be seen that the separation of the research 
and education systems for scores of years has become a very strong habit. 


3. On the one hand, people clamor against the shortage of scientific and 
technical personnel; on the other, in universities and colleges many lecturers 
an’ persons of higher rank have no definite teaching and research tasks. According 














to the statistics of not a few universities and colleges, in almost every semes‘er 
only about one-third of the lecturers and persons of higher rank have fixed 
teaching and scientific research tasks. As all branches make investments mainly 
in their own branch to conduct scientific research, consequently the universities 
and collexyes are badly in need of funds for research. Many people wish to do 
scientific research, but they lack the necessary material support. 


4. The present system does not help in training talent. The history of science 
and technology shows that outstanding scientists have always stood out early, when 
they were college students. When education is separated from scientific research, 
it is very difficult to provide favorable conditions for the rapid growth of 

such talent. 


5. With the separation of research and education, there is little mobility of 
personnel, it is difficult for the personnel to hold concurrent jobs, and mutual 
cooperation in conducting frontier scientific courses is beset with difficulties. 
Some large, advanced laboratory equipment cannot serve its purpose of general 
use, and it is difficult to arrange common service. 


Ii. The Unification of Scientific Research and Education Ts the Natural Trend 
of Historical Development 


From the historical point of view, unifying education and research is the natural 
trend of the development of scientific technology and higher education. 


In foreign countries, with the upsurge of the natural sciences in modern times, 
the question of integrating scientific research with education has begun to be 
raised. 





As early as 1627, Bacon, whom Marx praised as the true father of English material- 
ism and modern experimental science as a whole, formally suggested the establish- 
ment of an academy as a unified organization of scientific research and education. 


In 1775, France reorganized the Paris Academy of Sciences into a department of 
the Academy of France, and also established a "polytechnic institute" with famous 
scientists as teachers which became the most important center of science and 
education in France at that time. 


in 1809, Germany established Berlin University, laying down clearly the principle 
of unifying education and scientific research which the university must follow 
and explaining that if the two were separated it would run counter to the 
"inherent" nature of scientific research and education. This principle of unifying 
education and research dominated Germany's higher education as a whole, promoted 
the development of science and technology, and helped Germany to become the 
world's center of science and technology since the 19th century. From 1900 to 
1945, 59 percent of the Nobel prize winners were trained in Germany. People 
outside Germany made the appraisal; "All of Germany's achievements in scientific 
research, which gave impetus to the modernization of Western Europe, were made by 
relying almost entirely upon its universities." 





Since Worid War [I, the unification of education and scientific research has 

become an important feature of the development of scientific technology and college 
education in all countries of advanced science and technology and, moreover, has 
gained remarkable results in accelerating the development of scientific technology 
ii these countries. 


Take the United States as an example. Before World War II, American universities 
and colleges were simply traditional organs of education, the scale of scientific 
research was fairly small, and there was very little government support for the 


scienti:ic research activities in universities and colleges. During the war, to 
mobilize the manpower and material resources of the colleges and universities to 

serve the war, the American Government made great efforts to assist the univer- 

sities in the work of scientific research, and began to set up large research 


centers in the universities. At that time, the University of California had 
established its Los Alamos Laboratory where the United States developed both its 
first atomic bomb and first hydrogen bomb. After World War II, especially under 
the stimulation of the launching of the Soviet man-made satellite in 1957, the 
U.S. Government continuously increased its appropriations for scientific research 
in universities and colleges and helped them to expand quickly the scope of their 
research work. From 1957 to 1967, the research funds for American universities 
increased at an average rate of 1/7 percent a year, including those for basic 
research at an average rate of 20.3 percent a year. At present, the American 
universities and colleges have gathered 60 percent of the nation's scientists 

and engineers with doctorate degrees and run thousands of research centers which 
undertake 60 percent of the nation's basic research. Of American winners of the 
Nobel Prize, 90 percent are working at universities and colleges. Yang Zhenning 
[2799 2182 1380], Li niemnase [2621 2398 6670] and Ding Zhaozhong [0002 5128 0022] 
are all Chinese-American scholars who have won the Nobel Prize; Yang is working 
at New York University, Li at Columbia University, and Ding at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 


At present all famous American universities and colleges have their research 
institutes, such as the 30 institutes of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
l2 of the California lnostitute of Technology, 48 of Harvard University, 57 of 
Columbia University, 53 of Cornell University, 38 of Princeton University, and 

38 of Chicago University. The University of California has 184 research institutes 
in various school districts. Most of these institutes are administered by one 
university, such as the Lincoln Laboratory of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the jet propulsion laboratory of the California Institute of 
Technology. Some institutes are also under the combined administration of many 
universities, such as the National Atmospheric Research Center, which is under 

the administration of a committee formed by 45 American and Canadian universities. 
The Brookhaven Laboratory is under the combined administration of nine univer- 
sities in the northeastern part of the Unitea States. The research work of some 
departments of the U.S. Government is carried out almost entirely by means of 
giving support to the research institutes of the universities, without the depart- 
ments setting up their own research organs. For instance, the United States is 
devoting very serious attention to the study of energy resources, and has 
established the Department of Energy. The outlay for this study was $1 billion 

in 1975, $2 billion (n 1977, and $2.8 billion in 1978. It is one of the most 





rapidly increasing outlays of funds for scientific research in the United States. 
However, in its administration of scientific research, the Department of Energy 
studies are carried out mainly through support given to the research institutes 

of universities and some corporations, such as the Los Alamos Laboratory and the 
Lawrence Laboratory of the University of California, the Arkon Laboratory of 
Chicago University, and the plasma physics laboratory of Princeton University. 
these laboratories and the Brookhaven Laboratory under the joint administration of 
nine northeastern universities have all received direct support from the Department 
of Energy. 





In 1973 Japan had 610,000 people engaged in scientific research, including 250,000 
-~-more than 40 percent--working at universities and colleges. 


The Soviet Union formerly separated scientific research from education. The organs 
of the Soviet Academy of Sciences specialized in carrying out scientific research, 
and the universities and colleges in undertaking education. Later they suffered 

a great deal and changed their method by integrating scientific research with 
education. At present the Soviet Union explicitly stipulates that scientific 
research is one of the principal tasks of the schools of higher education. In the 
Soviet schools of higher education, the number of scientists constitutes about 
one-third of the total number of scientists in the entire country, including some 
105,000 doctors and assistant doctors, 44 percent of their total number in the 
country. 


There have been many famous cases of achievements in scientific research in 
universities. For instance, since its establishment over 100 years ago, the 
Cavendish Laboratory of Cambridge University in England has trained a large number 
of talented people, including 10 Nobel laureates. At this laboratory, Maxwell 
formulated the theory of the electromagnetic wave, Thomson discovered the electron, 
Rutherford smashed the atomic nucleus, Bragg initiated the study of the biological 
molecular structure, and Mott was the world's pioneer in the study of solid 
physics. These great scientific achievements wrote magnificent chapters in the 
history of mar*‘nd's development of science. At the beginning of the thirties in 
this century ?.:fore Hitler came to power, Gottingen University of Germany had 12 
Nobel laureates among its professors, and then became the world famous natural 
science research center. In 1945 Stanford University in the United States made 
the first electronic calculator, which has greatly influenced both modern 
scientific technology and social progress. 


Some famous universities in Western countries are even contemplating carrying out 
the whole work of education on the basis of scientific research. 


Such a situation has emerged that many American industrial research organs and 
companies are being built and developed around the universities. At present many 
such Large scientific and industrial research centers have been formed around 
universities. For instance, the Massachusetts Institute of Technology established 
its Lincoln Laboratory in 1951, and now hundreds of industrial research organs 

and industrial companies are gathered along Highway 128 where the laboratory 

is situated; the new construction groups extend more than 20 kilometers. For 
further example, Stanford University has stimulated and given impetus to the 








electronics industry in the United States; now a region scores of miles north and 
south of the university is called "Silicon Valley," which has become the center of 
the semiconductor industry not only of the United States but of the whole world. 


As a result of this situation, many scholars abroad believe that “the success and 
application of scientific research have become the central task of higher educa- 
tion, and we should no longer take only the training of social and political 
Jeaders or vocational personnel as the principal task of higher education." 


From all this it can be seen that the unification and integration of education 
and scientific cesearch are already an important feature of the scientific 
research sy3cem in advanced countries. 


LIT. The Unification of Scientific Research and Education Is Essential in the 
Training of Promising Personnel 


he universities and colleges should train highly specialized personnel for the 
State. At present, the greatest majority of research personnel in our organs of 
scientific research were trained by our universities and colleges. The scale 

and speed of the development of modern science and technology are astonishing. 
According to statistics, of all the scientific achievements upon which mankind's 
present high civilization has been built, half have been in our hands only in 

the last 15 years. Moreover, according to the estimate of some people, the total 
amount of Suman knowledge will again double in about 10 years. Just imagine, 

in the developing circumstances of this “knowledge explosion," if we fail to 
achieve the integration and unification of scientific research and education, the 
development of our science and technology will certainly be confronted by many 
serious problems, such as a shortage of trained personnel. The universities also 
must be guided by a system of integrating research with education before they 

can continuously provide all quarters with promising specialized personnel. 





L. 1‘; far as the substance of education is concerned, scientific research is

Fiucation. in its narrow sense, means generally the systematic teaching of the 


results of research gained by predecessors. Modern science and technology are 
developing very capidly, and the time required for the application of new inven- 
tions ind discoveries for practical use is becoming shorter and shorter. From the 


ime of invention to application, the steam engine took 80 years, the electri 
motor 65 years, and the vacuum tube 33 years, but atomic energy took only 6 
vears, the transistor only 3 years, the the laser only 2 months. In such circum 


Stances, if our universities and colleges do not accord to scientific research 
ts important status, and teachers basically take no part in research but are 
mtented with only teaching what book knowledge we already have, undoubtedly it 

will make the content of our education fall far behind the daily developing 

science and technology. Consequently, our universities and colleges will turn 


out only students of low caliber, and still less will we ever talk about catching 


up and surpassing the advanced level of the world. 


Tc repeat, scient ic research is the source and education is the stream. If 
we innet keep scientific research in schools ahead of teaching, then education 





can only be water without source, and trees without roots. Education can only be 
backward and of a low standard. 


2. Universities should train personnel who can make achievements. 


According to the requirement of the four modernizations, specialized personnel 
trained by the universities should not only inherit knowledge summed up by 
predecessors, but also make inventions and discoveries to carry forward the 
development of science and technology in our country. Such personnel will be 
"quality products” which can meet the requirement of the four modernizations. 
Precisely because of this requirement, the activity of scivnti°ic research is 
itself an important link in the education of senior students, an important way 

of learning. According to the "60 Rules" [on higher educativn], under the current 
4-year course college system, the students should prepare their academic year 
thesis (or course design) during the second semester of the third year, and 
prepare their graduation thesis (or graduation design) in the fourth year. These 
links of education help the students to learn as much as possible the new deveiop- 
ments of science within the scope of their specialized lines, and are an 

important guarantee for inculcating in the students the ability to analyze and 
solve problems. As far as the whole course of college education is concerned, 

for the purpose of training qualified personnel, such scientific research 
activities are included in education per se. 








}. The participation of teachers in scientific research is an important means 
to raise the standard of education. 


fhe development of modern science and technology changes with each passing day. 

fo catch up with this ever-changing situation, teachers who teach the knowledge 

of modern science and technology are required to know of new developments promptly 
so they can raise the level of teaching. Thus, their participation in scientific 
research becomes an important means. 


The substance of teaching material should be replenished and renewed continuously 
following the development of modern science and technology; moreover, the 
compilation of the teaching material itself is one of the important aspects of 
scientific research in universities and colleges. Without the ability to carry out 
scientific research and without personal experience, teachers have difficulty in 
improving their academic level and can only copy indiscriminately obsolete 
material; not only are they unable to prepare teaching material of a high standard 
but they also have difficulty in reading and understanding all the newly published 
teaching materials inside and outside the country. As a result, they will become 
more and more passive. 


+. The training of postgraduates is also an important task of education in 
universities and colleges. Furthermore, the four modernizations require the 
universities to gradually increase the proportion of postgraduates for training. 
At present in the United States, the number of undergraduates and postgraduates 
is half and half in the universities and colleges. 


Recently the “Regulations for Academic Degrees of the People's Republic of 
China (Draft)" was promulgated. As of 1981, action will be taken to evaluate 





and examine according to these regulations the different levels which higher 
education wil! reach in various stages. The key universities and colleges should 
actively undertake scientific research, continuously raise their academic level, 
and keep p..e with the development of modern science and technology before they 
can take responsibility for awarding academic degrees for the state and for train- 
ing persons qualified for such academic degrees. 


In summery, it can be seen that education and scientific research are two comple- 


mentary aspects. The practical meaning of “taking education as the main factor" 
shoul “taking improvement of the quality of education as the main factor." 
Moreovei, edu i vans the whole course of education; we should not make a 


metaphysical, one-sided interpretation. In fact, the foundation of training 
technical personnel is education, and the improvement of the quality of education 
depends on scientific research. Scientific research per se is an important link 
ind part of education. We must make an effort to conduct scientific research and 
turn universities into centers of education and scientific research. This is 
necessary tor the universities to accomplish their task of education and train 
qualified personnel. Talk only about the center of education as it stands is one- 
sided. Artificially cutting apart education and scientific research and setting 
them against each other is even mre harmful. 


IV. There Is Every Facility To Unify Scientific Research and Education 


Can we turn universities into centers of education and scientific research to 


produce | talent and results? Is scientific research an extra task forced 
upon the universities, or is there any basis for the universities to become 
enters of education and lencific research? Have the universities the 
potential to undertake scientific research on a large scale? We believe that the 
iniversiti truly have adequate favorable conditions. These conditions have the 
following three aspect 
A gene: eatwre of the dev pment of modern science and technology is the

2. They permit mass participation. 


Besides full-time research personnel, a university has a large number of teachers, 
postgraduates and students. As young people are full of vitality and free in 
their thinking, they constitute a shock brigade and a reinforcement full of 
creativity. Thu postgraduates and senior students can work in coordination with 
the special researci: organs and teachers of their universities. Moreover, every 
year there will be new persons to participate in the study, so that the work of 
research in the universities can always maintain its vigorous and creative sririt. 


3. They teach basic theories. 


The strongpoint of universities (especially the comprehensive universities) is the 
study of mainly basic theories, with a fairly good reserve of basic theories. 
This is a very important advantage. 


Basic research is exceedingly important to the scientific and technological 
development of a country. For instance, the white paper on science and 

technology prepared by the Japanese Department of Science and Technology states: 
"There is no way to solve completely some current technical problems by relying 
simply on accumulated experience and known facts." "...from the development of 
science in recent scores of years, it may be seen that we always understood the 
universal law of nature through basic research, and thus broke through the barriers 
ind opened up new territories." The American National Science Foundation submitted 
a report to the President of the United States, saying: "If a country relies on 
new basic knowledge imported from abroad, the pace of its industrial development 
will slow down and its competitive status among nations will also decline." 


Facts show that in many studies of new science and technology, only when there is 
1 breakthrough in basic theory can practical research free itself from the shadow 
of imitation and make a fundamental breakthrough or change. Comprehensive 
universities give full play to and enhance their strongpoint of being good at 
providing for the study of basic theories, and can perform a lot of creative work 
with distinctive features. 


In summary, by giving full play to their strongpoints and potentials in these 
three aspects, it is entirely possible to turn universities into centers of 
education and scientific research which will produce both talent and results. 


Now some people argue that education and scientific research are fighting for 
personnel. (Here, it means the kind of education which is short of an important 
link and artificially isolated from scientific research.) What is the real 
situation? On the one hand, there are still the trammels and pressure of the 
iltra-left line and the “two whatevers" policy on the people's enthusiams; on 

the other hand, at present the middle-aged key teachers in the best years of their 
lives have not vet devoted themselves entirely to teaching and scientific 











research, many of them even have no particular work to do. Therefore, at this 
tame the crux of the matter still lies in administration and in work to find ways 
to liberate the productive forces and fully bring out the latent potentialities. 


V. <A Few Suggestions on Adjustment and Reform 


The system of separating and setting apart scientific research and education has 
been going on for 30 years, and we are afraid that it will not be easy to change 
the system overnight. We think that to make a start in adjustment and reform 
right “, the following steps may be taken into consideration: 


1. It should be made clear that we should change the current system of separating 
and setting apart scientific research and education. We should no longer 
vacillate on the nature and mission of the key universities, and should make it 
clear that the key universities must truly become the centers of education and 
scienctitic research. (The basic universities may undertake only education and 
conduct no or Little scientific research. There are many such universities in 
China, and still more in foreign countries. When such a university carries the 
high-sounding name of a "key" university, it is not so in the real sense of the 
term.) 


2. Plans should be drawn up and new organs of scientific research should be set 
up. The small producers’ way of administration should be discarded and there 
should no longer be an attitude of setting up research organs only in one's own 
department. I suggest that the present departments should be notified that they 
should each "submit a tender," and a choice will be made according to various 
plans. The sites of new organs will be chosen from among those which have the 
best foundation, require the least amount of money and can produce results 
quickly. At present, we may first consider and give support to the establishment of 
a few research organs in some key universities on the basis of their foundations, 
superiority and features, in order to strengthen the work of scientific research 
in these universities. The various departments should also increase their invest- 


ment in tie scientific research of these universities. 

'. The personnel of all universities and research organs of departments should be 
illowed cto hold posts in each concurrently. For instance, it is perhaps possible 
to call upon assistant researchers and those of higher rank within 2 years to 
concurrently teach a half-year course in a university, to give instruction on a 


university graduation thesis or to give guidance to postgraduate students; and to 
call upon associate professors and those of higher rank within 2 years to do 
cOncutrent work on a research project at a research organ and submit a report on 
the research. It might also be possible to take the fulfillment of this require- 
ment as an important credit for the assessment of the person's work proficiency, 
with the exception of those who are old (such as exceeding the age limit for 
retirement) and physically weak. 


4 it might be possible to issue a publication for Limited circulation only 
ymong various research departments and universities, provided it does not violate 
security regulations. In this publication, all departments could solicit 


solutions to their problems and invite applications for certain research projects 








ible units and personnel. All competent units anc personnel conl4 
tter their services in competition, by submitting their research plan and 


investment budget fhe departments concerned could then make their choice anc 
sign a contract. At present, each of the departments has very little horizonte! 


ontact; they either carry out duplicate projects or leave some fields blank, an 


innot make good use of their investments. This open competition would help 
‘raduall, to change the present situation.

SHANXIT PARTY COMMI!TEE URGES USE OF LAW TO ATTACK CRIME 


Taiyuan SHANXI RIBAO in Chinese 27 Jun 81 p 1 
(Article: "Fully Utilize Legal Weapons To Severely and Quickly Attack Crime; the 
Provincial Committee of the Chinese Communist Party in Shanxi Province Issues a 
Notice Calling Upon the People of the Whole Province To Conscientiously Learn and 
Implement the Three Legal Documents Passed by the Standing Committee of the Na- 
tional People's Congress"] 


[Text | Recently, the Shanxi Province Committee of the Chinese Communist Party 
issued a notice calling upon the people of the whole province to conscientiously 
learn, propagate and implement the <<resolution conce1ning strengthening the 
explanation of the law>>, <<the decision concerning the question of approving 
cases of death penalty>> and the <<decision concerning the handling of convicts 
serving labor sentences and personnel serving labor and education sentences who 
have escaped or who have committed new crimes>>. 


The notice points out that these three legal documents fully manifest the spirit 
of severely and quickly dealing with criminals who have seriously damaged social 
and public security at the present time. These resolutions and decisions are 
important measures to make sound socialist democracy and rule by law. They are 
forceful weapons to struggle against criminal activities and activities that vio- 
late the law. They are completely appropriate to the benefits and the demands of 
the broad numbers of people and the masses. 


The notice points out that throughout the province at present, and especially in 
the cities of Taiyuan, Datong, Yangquan, and Changzhi, social and public security 
still is not good, criminal activities are still rampant, and serious malicious 
cases frequently occur. Among them, continued criminal activities committed by 
convicts sentenced to labor reform and personnel sentenced to labor and education 
who have escaped or who have been released after serving a full sentence are an 
outstanding problem. The notice calls for: 


1. Every level, every department and every unit throughout the province should 
organize the broad number of cadres, workers, farmers, students and all the masses 
to conscientiously study, discuss, implement and carry out these three resolutions 
and decisions; combine, implement and carry out the various measures proposed by 
the provincial public security conference; widely and profoundly carry out propa- 
ganda and education in socialist rule by law in the towns and villages throughout 








the province, and especially in cities; further purge the remnant poison of anar- 
chism, beating, destruction, and robbery undermining social convention that were 
instigated by the counterrevolutionary cliques of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing so that 
the broad number of cadres and masses can gradually understand pertinent laws ard 
regulations and clearly understand that such behavior is illegal and criminal and 
thus strengthen the concept of rule by law and conscientiously obeying the law; 
and carry out a determined struggle against the various types of illegal and 
criminal behavior, develop correct behavior, strike at evil behavior, and promote 
a rapid improvement of public security and social order throughout the province. 
In particular, outstanding achievements must be made in the near future in Taiyuan 
city, Datong city, Yangquan city and Changzhi city. 


2. The political and judicial departments at each level must conscientiously 
learn the law, grasp the utilization of the law and act strictly in accordance 
with the law. They must use the three resolutions and decisions as weapons to 


launch a political attack upon elements who violate the law and commit crimes, 
educate them so that they will admit their guilt and obey the law, confess and in- 
form, accept reform, and change their evil ways and become good citizens. The 


very few criminals that commit murder, robbery, rape, arson, bombings and other 
acts that seriously damage social and public security must be attacked in time so 
that they will receive proper punishment by law; they should be punished severely 
and quickly in accordance with the law. At the same time, new cases of injustice, 
trumped up cases and mistaken cases must be prevented. The family dependents of 
convicts sentenced to labor reform and personnel sentenced to labor and education 
who have escaped must be lectured on the three resolutions and decisions in order 
to win them over so that they will inform on and expose the escapees and mobilize 
those at large to rapidly return to their camps.

ROMANIAN MODEL OF URBANIZATION WORTHY OF STUDY 
Beijing RENKOU YANJIU in Chinese No 3, 81 pp 12-17

of Urbanization of Population"] 


[Text] The industrialization of a country always leads to the migration of its 
people from its villages to its cities. This is a worldwide process [known as] 
"urbanization of the population." The socialist industrialization and moderniza- 
tion of our country will no doubt attract more people to the cities (both cities 
and towns). This meets the objective requiremer.t of the development of social 
productive forces and helps to control the natural growth of population and to 
improve the quality of population. 


This article proposes to analyze five different aspects of the problem of 
urbanization of the population. 


I. Cities 


The concept ot cities needs careful scrutiny. For instance, there are people who 
allege that any place with a population of 5,000 or more is a "city." 


This is a questionable approach. Although population density is associated with 
cities, it is not the only earmark to distinguish cities from villages. 


Cities are the product of private ownershép rather than a concomitant of the 
human race. "The separation of industrial and commercial labor from farm labor" 
(according to Marx) set in motion the separation between cities and villages. 
This distinction will cease to exist in a unitary economy based on public owner- 
ship, where residential complexes throughout the country will combine industry 
and agriculture and cities and villages. Elimination of the distinction between 
cities and villages "is one of the primary conditions for achieving social unity’ 
(according to Marx). But this will not come to pass until social productive 
forces reaches a very high level. Consequently, the distinction between cities 
and villages all over the world will remain for a long time to come. It is 
clear, then, that cities are a long-term economic reality. 


' 


The capitalist concept of a city touches only its appearance. A "city" as 
defined in English is a "densely populated area, larger than either a village or 











a town, permanently and well organized with people who are engaged in various 

trades and occupations. Unable to provide its own food, it normally relies on 
manufacture and commerce to satisfy the needs of its residents." This explanation 
does not cover the real substance of capitalist cities. A capitalist city is a 
place where private capital and accompanying surplus population converge. The 
surplus city population is both the condition and the result of capital circulation. 
The more the big industries develop, the greater the fluctuation of their demand 

for workers. "This fluctuation is the law of capitalist production" (according to 
Lenin). The circulation of capital would be difficult without a surplus labor 
market. That is why capitalist cities are overpopulated. 


A socialist city is where socialist industry and commerce converge and where the 
working class lives. It is also a center where the working class guides and 
assists the peasants in achieving the political, economic, and cultural trans- 
formation of the villages. Socialist cities and capitalist cities are basically 
different. A capitalist city, founded mainly on private ownership, is controlled 
by private capital; every urban resident works for the capitalists, and the 
relationship between the city and the villages is one between exploiter and 
exploited. A socialist city, founded on public ownership, is where the workers 
are masters, and its relationship with the villages is one of mutual assistance 
and mutual benefit. In a socialist state, the quality of a city depends on three 
different things. First, we must examine how well developed are the socialist 
economy and culture of that city. Second, we must examine how satisfactory are 
the working, learning, and living conditions of the staff and workers of that 
city. Third, we must examine the kind of guidance and assistance the city provides 
for the political, economic, and cultural affairs of the adjacent villages. 

These three aspects are not on a par with one another, but none can be dispensed 
with. 


Socialist cities and villages, which form a harmonious socialist society, are 
independent of each other but closely related. They work harmoniously and coopera- 
tively in dividing and sharing the work. 


Il. Urbanization of the Population 


Urban population refers to those who left their sporadic farmwork and settled 
permanently in the city to engage in various intensive nonfarm labor activities 
in order to support their families (in some cities, most people still do farm 
work). Urbanization of the population means that more village people are moving 
into the city, where the population outnumbers that of the villages. The process 
involves the following two factors. First, when the size of the urban population 
of a country exceeds the number of farm workers that the cities need for various 
nonfarm jobs, the cities wili face a scarcity of employment openings and a 
deterioration in the standard of living. Second, when the increase in the urban 
population exceeds the farm commodities that the agriculture of a country can 
provide in order to meet the daily needs of the urban population, agriculture 
will decline, leading to rising prices, inflation, and a lower standard of 
living. Urbanization of the population combines the working of these two factors. 


fhis is what Japan has encountered. The unrestrained flow of farm labor into the 
cities in 1960-1980, according to Professor Kiyoshi Oshima, "has led to such an 








. 


excessive density of the urban population and excessive sparsity of the farm 
population, and to such a decisive decline in agricultural production, that the 
level of self-sufficiency in food has fallen below the 40-percent mark."“ This 
means that the demand for labor by industry in Japanese cities far exceeds the 
marketable grain the villages can provide.

The above table shows marked changes in ratio every 25 years, from 8 to 10 percent, 
10 to 12 percent, and all the way up. Although this signifies notable progress in 
agriculture, it also poses a new problem for the human race. Inasmuch as the 
villages cannot be abandoned altogether, the vast agricultural resources of the 
world's farms have to be developed and managed. Consequently, a given part of its 
population must remain in the villages. Since urbanization cannot go on without 
limit, the ratio between urban and rural population must be well coordinated. The 
different priorities of economic development in different countries have given 

rise to different urban-rural population ratios. A new problem confronting all 
countries is how to decide on the proper size of the urban population or the extent 
of acceptable urbanization of the population. 


In our pa studies of economic construction, we focused our attention solely on 
industriaiization and did not consider urbanization. Industrialization and 
urbanization in a capitalist society are spontaneous and interrelated. Since 
industrialization in a socialist society is planned, its urbanization must also 
be planned rather than lopsided. 

In a word, the construction of cities is "a great achievement" of mankind (accord- 
ing to Marx). Cities and villages must not be kept separate permanently. The 
communist ideal is to eliminate step by step the separation of cities and villages 
by an equitable distribution of industry and population. 


[1l. Urbanization in Capitalist Soctety 


The urbanization of population in capitalist [society, which is based] on private 
ownership, is determined by the direction in which capital is invested according 
to the principle of free competition. Trade in larger cities is much easier 
because there are better transportation, huge markets, and massive aggregates of 
‘ustomers. All these factors help the big industrial cities to grow at surprising 
Concentration of capital inevitably breeds concentration of population, 
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attracting bankrupt and unemployed people who flock to the big cities to await 
available employment (or unemployment) opportunities. Thus, capitalist urbaniza- 
tion means essentially big city urbanization in its initial stages. 


The United States offers a typical example. Over 150 million people (three-fourths 
of the total population) live in densely populated cities (1 percent of the area 
of the whole country). Disenchanted with the "forest" of high-rise buildings, the 
traffic jams, the smog-filled sky, and the dirty air, "more and more workers have 
lost interest in the cities" and are willing to move to the countryside in spite 
of the lower pay.” American cities "are so dirty" that life in the country is 
becoming more and more attractive. Notwithstanding the enormous price the 
capitalists pay for urban renewal, the deterioration of the cities is still very 
serious. 


The Japanese are very sensitive about this. In view of "the deterioration of 
European and American cities," they predict that "Japan will face the danger of 
urban deterioration."® Consequently, "there has been an outcry in all the cities 
for a reassessment of the project to break up the big cities." They believe that 
"the era of concentration of population in big cities has come to an end," and that 
the state policy toward big cities ought to be revised. 


This shows that urbanization in the developed capitalist countries, which has 
developed blindly, has gone from the worst expansion to urban deterioration and 
is forcing the capitalist governments to "disperse" the big city population. 
This is what the Mexican Government has been doing. In 1978, Japan decided to 
work out a “balanced development" or large, medium, and small cities. 


While capitalist urbanization in the developed countries was ushered in by the 
development of agriculture, capitalist urbanization in the underdeveloped 
countries, on the other hand, is due to agricultural stagnation. Urbanization of 
the population and centralization of the cities go hand in hand in these countries, 
where the rate of urbanizatign of the population is two and a half times that of 
the total world population. If the governments concerned cannot control the 
expansion of the big cities, the situation will not improve. 


The United Nations is aware of the problem, even though it has not spotted the 
real cause (the capitalist system of private ownership). Describing this as "a 
tragic population problem," Ken-du-er hopes the governments will act to bring it 
under control. Ge-de-si-te-yin said the problem of cities cannot be solved until 
"the problem of the poverty of the rural population is resolved."!2 They know 
that the expansion of big cities in the developing countries is due to agricultural 
stagnation. The governments do not have the kind of financial resources to arrest 


the trend of migration. Nor is there private investment big enough to get 


igriculture out of its prolonged stagnation. The good intentions of Ken-du-er 
ind Ge-de-si-te-yin are too big a dose for the developing countries to take. 
In a word, capitalist urbanization has taken too many detours and is irrational. 


Urbanization under socialism must avoid what has been brought about by urbanization 


under capitalism. 








iV. Urbanization in Socialist Society 


Urbanization in a socialist |society] takes place according to socialist planning 
based mainly on public ownership. The permissible size of urban population is 
determined by the laber requirements of all nonagricultural sectors, on the one 
hand, and by farm commodity production, on the other. The scale of a socialist 
ity is based on both demand and practicability, both of which are indispensable. 


lie nature of a socialist city can be seen in two particular areas. First, as a 
rt ©. foe macroeconomy of the state, a city should both serve itself and work for 


the development of such socialist enterprises as the economic and cultural growth 
of the surrounding areas. The bigger the city, the greater its role in these major 
tasks~-especially its role as a center of agricultural modernization. Second, the 
statf and workers of the city, including those of its collective enterprises and a 
small number of individual workers, are the masters of the city, which should 
provide them with satisfactory production, working, and living conditions. These 
two points are based on the socialist nature of the state. Any city which fails to 
do well in these areas will become lifeless, unattractive to its staff and workers, 
and unable to provide a guiding influence to the villages. 


In a seciatist society, urbanization falls generally into two different types. 


When Stalin was in power, the Soviet Union favored the development of big cities. 
Stalin, who frowned on the idea of "combining the city and the country," asked 

"the villages to look up to the cities."' Now there are 1,151 cities in the Soviet 
Union. Even though they form only a tower on the horizon, these cities are so 
overpopulated (62 percent) that agricultural development is retarded and grain 
production has increased only a littie over 100 percent in a period of 60 years. 
Acute fluctuations of grain harvests have led to huge grain imports annually. 
Because of sharp differences between the cities and the countryside, and because of 


the movnting migration of people from the countryside to the cities, there is a 
Shoriage of labor it e tarm regions.! > ~The Soviet Union's indiscriminate 

emphasi in big cities has resulted in huge losses in agricultural production. 

The iet system of relationship between the cities and the country is irrational. 


Another type of socialist urbanization is represented by that of Romania, which 
strives to achieve a rational distribution of its productive forces as it 

clops agriculture. In 1956, about 66 percent of its industries were in five 
localities within the capital. Now Romania has 365 cities, 269 of which are small 
nd have a population of less than 30,000 people each. The blending of the 


industry of each small city with the agriculture of the surrounding countryside 
sithin ‘ircumference of 15-20 kilometers helps to stop the exodus of the village 
population and to improve the economy of backward localities.'© The difference 
between the cities and the countryside has shrunk so much that in 1977 the ratio 


of personal income between industrial workers and peasants was as close as 1.5:l, 
ind per capita income in 1976 was $1,190. Having the advantages of both city and 
country life, Romanian small cities are neither "monotonous and crude" like the 

villaves nor "crowded and noisy" like the big cities. Many Romanians are seeking

V. Socialist Urbanization in Our Country 


The urbanization of population in our country has been rather slow, as the size of 
our urban population is comparatively small. In 1978, the urban population for the 
whole country was 120 million, only 12.5 percent of the total population. In 

spite of the high index of our agricultural production, a rapid population increase 
has kept the average per capita grain supply quite low. We must see the reality in 
this particular case and stop entertaining subjective fantasies. The painful 
lesson of sending 20 million people to the countryside in 1958 is too hard to 
forget. However, the modernization of both industry and agriculture will 
inevitably lead to the urbanization of our population. 


Our urban population consists mainly of residents in the big cities, expecially 
those with over 1 million people each. This is contrary to the plans of the 

Party Central Committee and the State Council. RENMIN RIBAO pointed out 23 years 
ago: "The principal task of a socialist city is to develop production and provide 
satisfactory living conditions for the working people." It also criticized the 


"big-city syndrome in city planning." In 1959, Comrade Chen Yun said that most 
industrial enterprises "ought to be pgnstructed in mediumsize and small cities or 
near the site of mineral resources." The National City Construction Planning 


Conference, held in October 1980, proposed an urban construction program calling 
for “control over the size of big cities, ratioy 1 development of medium-size 
cities, and active development of small cities.”~ In the past 30 years the policy, 
expounded by Comrade Mao Zedong, to develop more small cities, has not changed. 

But why is the development of small cities trailing behind that of big cities? Why 
do small cities fail to emerge? Why are big cities getting out of control? I 
think the following are some of the crucial reasons. 


First of all, in the past we set up agricultural production quotas without setting 
up any average personal income quotas for the village population. As a result, 
there has been an ever-widening gap between industry and agriculture and between 
the cities and the country. Comparing 1979 with 1952, the average per capita 
income of the staff and workers in 1979 was 425 yuan, an increase of nearly 300 
percent. The per capita income of the peasants, including income from household 
sideline production, was 101 yuan, an increase of only about 100 percent. The 
income of the nonfarm population, by comparison, was over four times that of the 
farm population. With economic conditions as they are, people are bound to be 
disenchanted with country life.2! In other words, people are drawn toward the 
cities. This problem deserves our profound consideration. 


To enable the peasants to live contentedly in &he country, we must follow the 
Romanian example and help them live practically like city folks. In its resolu- 
tion on speeding up agricultural development, the Central Committee points out: 
"The focus of attention should be directed toward speedily constructing small 
cities and reinforcing them with step-by-step modernization of transportation, 
modern commercial services, modern education, science, culture and health services 
so as to turn them into staging grounds for changing the countenance of our 
villages throughout the country." This is an important strategic decision. We 


have to visualize that 20 years from now, the problem of employing 300 million 
farm workers will be far more taxing than the problem today of youths awaiting 





job openings in the cities. If we were to use these small cities as links between 
the cities and the countryside, we would have to have not just some 3,000 cities 
but tens of thousands of small cities. These small cities, once constructed, would 
make the rural ireas so much more attractive that the people would no longer want 
to rush to the cities. The construction of so many small cities, however, depends 
on the communes and production brigades. Those countries and communes which can 
handle the task should take the initiative to do it. Waiting for state investment 
means faliing into a passive position. The state of course ought to offer active 
assistance as far as possible. 


Secondly, we face che contradiction of planned industrialization and (substantially) 
unplanned urbanization because we did not plan for urban construction. Even as 
recently as 19/78, our long-term planning covered 120 industrial projects, but 
practically none was for urban planning. I think this is accountable for the 
failure to keep the big cities under control. Over the past 30 years, a total of 
20.7 billion yuan has been invested in capital construction in Shanghai, but only 
1.9 billion of the total went for urban construction. The gap between rising 
industrial investment and declining investment in urban construction has widened 

so much that the ratio between the two during the Fourth Five-year Plan period 

was 65.2:6.4.°* The increase in socialist labor productivity should not rest 

on the hardships of the staff and workers. The expansion of the big cities is 
unavoidable unless they are controlled or reorganized. This is true in Shanghai as 
weli as in all the other big cities. At the initial stage of our industrializa- 
tion, in the 1950's, Comrade Mao Zedong advanced the concept of "serving the 
people.” It runs contrary to Mao Zedong Thought to focus industrial construction 
only on industrial projects, without considering the daily needs of people living 
in the cities. Now the party and government organs at all levels are working 
satisfactorily to resolve this problem. 


Furthermore, the state should set aside urban construction funds to invest in the 
development of medium-size and small cities, with priority placed on those 
engineering projects which provide the “three basic services" (water, electricity, 
and roacs) required to open up new bases for new industrial projects. It is even 
mportant to have an improved standard of living in all medium-size and small 
cities, an improved wage scale, better educational and employment opportunities, 
and equitable retirement and old age benefits so as to attract more enterprises 
and their staff and workers to settle down in medium-size and sr 11 cities.

Finaliy, we have to comment on the idea that the big cities "cannot be contained." 


Big industries and big cities are not inherently tied together. Capitalists do 
not find it absolutely necessary to develop big industries in the big cities. Why 
can't socialists develop big industries in medium-size and small cities? 
Luxembourz, Toyota, and Bern are not big cities, but they have flourishing 
industries. Instead of trying to be “big and all-inclusive," they are "small and 
special ." The major industry of Luxembourg is steel, Toyota manufactures auto- 
mobiles, and Bern makes watches.¢3 In the final analysis, the idea that the big 
cities cannot be contained is itself an admission of failure to uphold the purpose 


of socialist production and to draw a lesson from the capitalist experience of 


urbanization. 





The five problems dealt with above may be summed up in four points: We must have 

a clear concept of both industries and cities; we must know the meaning of state 
industrialization and urbanization of the population; we must have a rational 
concept of cities that is derived from comparing capitalist and socialist urbaniza- 
tion; and we must have the resolve to sum up our work and uphold our urban con- 
struction policy, based on the actual conditions in our country.
